A H e a v y W in d s t o r m 
During Saturday night the first violeht 
windstorm of the winter set in. 
The 
hurricane was one of the fiercest locally 
experienced for many years, although 
little damage has been reported^from the 
high wind. Early Sunday morning the 
wind subsided, and a snowstorm fol­ 
lowed. 
The ground was covered to the 
depth of fully six inches with the white 
mantle. 
The temperature was was nine 
and ten degrees below freezing. At Ken­ 
nedy the snowfall was not less than 
eight inches. 
It remained but a few 
hours, and bv nightfall it had entirely- 
disappeared except in sheltered spots. 
This is the heaviest fall of snow in 
this section at this early period of 
winter that has been known for rnanv 
years. 
The snow line did not reach 
more than a mile west of Jackson. 
More Burglaries. 
Taking advantage of the darkness 
caused by the extinguishm ent of the 
electric lights, owing to some inter­ 
ference with the 
wires during the 
windstorm of Saturday night, the saloon 
of Frank Simsich, at the Broadway 
bridge, was entered, and the nickel-in- 
the slot machine was robbed of its con­ 
tents. The burglar gained entrance from 
the rear, by breaking one of the divis­ 
ions of the frame sash, and removing 
the glass so as to adm it his body. He 
then made his way to the barroom, and 
pried the hack of the slot machine, cut 
the sack that contained the money and 
made oft' with the swag. He is sup­ 
posed to have captured in the neighbor­ 
hood of $40. The sam e night the wood­ 
work of a window in the rear of Arditto's 
saloon was broken, but no demage was 
done. It is thought the same robber 
made a raid on these premises with 
felonious intent, but got scared at the 
outset of his operations and left without 
completing the work he had set out to do.

WORSE AND MORE OF IT. 


We can afford to pass over the almost weekly abuse of the 
editor of the Ledger in the columns of the Dispatch in 
silence. 
Our contemporary is an adept in the art of dodg­ 
ing facts, and dispensing with solid argument, and substitut­ 
ing abuse therefor. Such tactics avail nothing with the 
reasoning, impartial public. Iu its last issue, the Dispatch, 
referring to the injunction suit against that paper, to pre­ 
vent the collection of a bill for city printing on the ground 
that Penry sen., one of the city trustees, was an interested 
party, being the proprietor of the Dispatch, stated that the 
suit was brought against the advice of the attorney for the 
editor of the Ledger, That certainly is a piece of news to 
the Ledger man, and at the same time a serious charge of 
unprofessional conduct against a reputable attorney. Per­ 
haps the “silly Willie” does not understand that conversa­ 
tions between attorney and client are sacred, protected by 
the laws of the land. No attorney, even on the witness 
stand, can be compelled to divulge any conversation between 
himself and his client, without the consent of the latter. 
For an attorney voluntarily to do so in common street talk, 
as the Dispatch intimates was done in this instance, is the 
grossest breach of trust. Without waiting to hear from the 
attorney concerned, we take this opportunity to brand the 
Statement of the Dispatch as absolutely false. The attorney 
never advised against bringing suit. Maybe, our verdant 
editor, who is able to dismiss the admitted publication of de­ 
liberate falsehood in his paper week after week and year 
after year as a matter of no consequence, is aiming to break 
down an attorney on the opposite side of the political fence 
by means of a campaign of lies after the admitted example of 
deluding his readers and patrons for the past four years on 
the question of proprietor and publisher of that- veracious 
sheet. 
And to cap the climax the Dispatch has the hardihood to 
libel the whole community of Amador county by asserting 
that the chosen policy of jack-’o-lanteru journalism as ex­ 
emplified in that characterless concern has gained many 
friends, while the Ledger’s stand for honest, truthful dealing 
with the people has few supporters iu Amador county. Let 
him console himself by hugging that delusion to his heart’s 
content. 


CASTOR IA 


Couuty politics begins to be a subject of discussion. The 
new primary law is notiu much favor with the prospective 
candidates. It imposes upon them additional expense, and 
of course this additional expense must finally fall upon the 
taxpayer, iu the shape of additional salary eventually, to 
make good the difference between the old and the new system 
as regards expense. It will soon be time for candidates to be 
moving, Instead of insuring a multiplicity of candidates to 
select from at the primaries, the new law is likely to act just 
the other way. Men will be rather backward is risking a 
double defeat, once iu the primaries and again at the general 
election; the first at the bauds of the voters of his party, 
and the next at the regular election. But one point is 
gained by the new law, notwithstanding many defects, 
namely, the mass of the party voters will have the oppoi- 
tunity of selecting the candidates. If they do not exercise 
their right by going to the polls, that is their fault and not 
the fault of the la.v. It is impossible to cure indifference by 
any legal enactment. 


President Taft's message to cougress is an able and couser 
tive ¡statement concerning national affairs. It lacks the ex­ 
treme Judicalism of the messages under the Roosevelt admin­ 
istration, and hence may be somewhat disappointing to those 
who vere devoted to all the policies of the former president. 
But the tone of this first message will lie received with grati­ 
fication by business interests generally, as, aimed at inspir­ 
ing confidence in commercial circles. And this, probably, 
was the main thing in view, following the intensely aggres 
sive spirit of the former regime. Taft will|give the country a 
wise and prosperous administration.

Lord Bellamont conceived the idea of 
sending K idd to catch the pirates, as he 
believed the pirates kept great 
wealth 
in their sh ip s. 
A ship was fitted out 
at great expense, witlli 45 men 
under

Kidd.

for a year or more, 
Kidd became d is ­ 
gusted w ith pirate-chasing, as he hadn't

merchantm en

Moorish, French and Dutch colors,

didn’t bo ther English vessels. He killed 
hut one m an, and that was a gunner he 
struck over the head with a bucket. 
He 
kept forty per cent of all the 
money 
and valuables captured which 
he re­ 
served for him self and the m em bers ¡of 
the company which outfitted the 
ship. 
The other sixty per cent was 
divided 
among the crew. 
After cruising about 
several years, he returned to 
Boston. 
He believed Lord Bellamont and 
other 
influential friends would protect him, 
but w hen he arrived he was

that his arrest was imminent.

Kidd was arrested, and condemned 
to 
death, and executed.

Death In the Kennedy Mine 
On Tuesday Last. 


The K ennedy m in e was the scene of 
the first fatality that lias occurred th ere 
for over three vears. 
Although it is ¡lie 
deepest and 
th e 
largest employer 
of 
labor in the co unty, it has been r e m a r k ­ 
ably free from 
fatalities. 
The 
u n ­ 
fortunate v ictim in th is instance w as an 
Italian m iner n a m e d Luigi Rcveira. 
At 
about half-past

Reviera and h is 
partner, 
Fred 
H ic k s, 
were working in the 3150 level, engaged 
in placing what is called a butt cap 
in 
the hanging wall im m ediately above

W hile R iv ie ra was engaged w ith 
the tim bers a h u g e slab of rock c am e 
down, crushing h im to death 
instantly. 
He was buried in the cave, and c ru sh ed 
in a shocking

cave occurred. 
H e, 
however, did not 
escape injury. 
Fragm ents of rock stru c k 
him on the left foot, breaking the sm all 
hone. 
He was a ls o cut on the left arm 
and in the back.

VER the newly discovered enaaí 
lines was written Bradley I .and. 
In houor of .loliti It. Bradley, 
the benefactor of the e\|>edl- 
tion. 
As we passed north of this land 
there was nothin); substantial upon 
which to fix the eye. 
T here was at no time n perfectly 
clear horizon, lait the w eather was 
good enough to permit frequent nauti­ 
cal observations. The course was lined 
on 
uninteresting blank 
sheets, 
hut 
there were elusive signs of laud fre­ 
quent enough to keep tip tin exploring 
enthusiasm. 
T h u s day after day the marches 
were forced, the Incidents nnd the po­ 
sitions were recorded, but the adven­ 
tures were promptly forgotten In the 
mental bleach of the next d a y ’s effort. 
The night of April 7 was m ade notable 
by the swing of the sun nt midnight. 
Tor a number of nights it m ade grlut 
faces nt us in Its setting. 
A teasing 
mist, drawn as a curtain over the 
northern sea at midnight, had given 
curious advantages for celestial stag­ 
ing; settling into this haze, we were 
tumble to determine sharply the ad­ 
vent of the midnight sun, but here was 
a spectacular play which Interested us 
immensely. 
Now the great bulk was d raw n out 
egg 
shaped, 
with 
horizontal 
lines 
draw n through it. Again It w as press­ 
ed ¡uto a basin with flaming tires, 
burning behind a curtain of frosts; 
blue a t other times, it appeared like a 
huge vase, and it required very little 
imagination to see purple and violet 
flowers. 
T he change was often like magic, 
hut the last display was ¡availably a 
face—distorted faces of men or ani­ 
m a ls were made to suit our fancy. 
W e bad therefore followed the sun’s 
northw ard advance—from its first peep 
at midday above the south ice ol the

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We should have enjoyed this curious 
experience, but with endless bodily 
discomforts, combined in netting m us­ 
cles nutl tin overbearing Iryttguor, there 
could he no real joys from the glories 
of nature. 
T he pleasure was reserved 
for a later retrospect. 
We now changed our working hours 
from day to night, beginning usually 
at 10 nnd ending at 7. The big m arch­ 
es and prolonged hours of travel with 
which fortune favored us earlier were 
no longer possible. 
Weather condi­ 
tions were more Important In d eter­ 
mining the day's run than the hands 
of the chronometers. 
When 
the 
storms threatened 
the 
start was delayed, and In strong blows 
the marc!) w as shortened, but In one 
way or another wo usually found a 
few hours In each turn of the dial d u r ­ 
ing which a march could be forced be­ 
tween winds. It mattered little w heth­ 
er we traveled night or day—nil hours 
and all days were alike to us—for we 
had no accustomed time of rest, no 
Sundays, no holiday, no landmarks or 
mileposts to pass. To advance and e x ­ 
pend the energy accumulated during 
one sleep a t the cost of our pound of 
pemndenn w as the one sole aim in 
life. 
The observations of April 11 gave 
latitude 87 degrees ‘JO minutes, longi­ 
tude Oñ minutes 11) seconds. The pack 
disturbance of Bradley Land was less 
and less noted in the northward move­ 
ment. The fields became heavier, la r­ 
ger and less crevassed. 
Fewer trou­ 
blesome old floes and less crushed new 
Ice were encountered. 
With the im ­ 
proved conditions the Are of a racing 
spirit came for a brief spell. 


P a s k in g H ighest Reach. 
We had 
now passed the highest 
reaches of all our predecessors and 
had gained th e inspiration of the f a r ­ 
thest north for ourselves. 
The tim e

polar gateway to its sweep of the 
northern ice at midnight. 
From the 
end of the polar night late in Febru­ 
ary to the first of the double days.and 
m idnight suns we had forced a trail 
through 
darkuess, 
blood 
hardening 
tem perature and over leg breaking ir­ 
regularities of an unknown world of 
ice to an area 200 miles from the pole. 


T he Midnight Sun 
Now we had the sun unmistakably 
at midnight, aud its new glory was 
quite an incentive to our lite of shiv­ 
ers. 
Observations 011 April S placed 
camp a t latitude SO degrees 3t‘> initi­ 
ates, longitude 04 degrees J minutes. 
In spite of what seemed like long 
m arches we had advanced only 10(1 
miles in nine days. 
Much of our hard 
work 
was lost hi circuitous twists 
around troublesome pressure lines and 
high, irregular tields of very old ice. 
The d rift ice was throwing us to the 
east with sufficient force to give us 
some anxiety, but with eyes closed to 
danger and hardships the double days 
of fatigue and glitter quickly followed 
o:;e another. 
The temperature, ranging between 
30 and 4t) degrees below zero K.. kept 
persistently near the freezing point of 
mercury, and, though the perpetual 
sun gave light nnd color to the cheer­ 
less wastes, we were not impressed 
with any appreciable sense of warmth. 
Indued, the sunbeams seemed to make 
the fro st of the air pierce with n more 
painful sting. 
T h ere was n weird play of orgies, 
se e m in g ly 
most 
impressive 
at this 
tim e —clouds of steam rose from the 
frozen seas. 
In marching over the 
golden glitter snow scalds the face, 
while the uose is bleached w ith frost. 
The sun rose Into zones of fire and set 
into burning tields of Ice. but with 
pain we breathe the chill of death. 
In cam p a grip of the knife left pain­ 
ful burns from cold metal. 
To the 
frozen finger the water was hot. 
With 
wine spirits the lire was lighted, while 
nil delighted the stomach. 
In dreams 
heaven was hot. the other place was 
cold. 
All nature was false. 
W e seem­ 
ed to be nearing the chilled flame of a 
new hades. 
In our hard life there 
was nothing genuinely warui. 
The 
congenial appearances were all decep­ 
tion. but death offered only cold com­ 
fort. 
T here was do advantage in sui­ 
cide 
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was at hand, however, to consider seri­ 
ously the necessity of au early return. 
Nearly half of the food allowance 
had been used. 
In the long marches 
supplies had been more liberally used 
than auticipated. and now our dog 
teams were m uch reduced In numbers. 
A hard necessity had forced the cruel 
law of the survival of the Attest, fo r 
the less useful dogs were fed to th e 
steady w orking survivors. 
Owing to 
the food limits and the advancing sea­ 
son we could not prudently continue 
the outward m arch a fortnight longer. 
We had dragged ourselves 300 miles 
over the polar sea in twenty-four days. 
Including delays and detours, this gave 
an average of nearly thirteen miles 
dally on a n air line in our course. 
There rem ained an unknown line of 
ICO miles before our ambitious could 
be satisfied. 
The same average a d ­ 
vance which w e bad made ou the pack 
would take u s to the pole la thirteen 
days. There were l’ocd and fuel enough 
to risk this adventure. 


W o rk a n d O bservations. 
In the diary of the succeeding d ays’ 
doings there appear numerous tabu­ 
lations of w ork and observations. 
In 
the new crucks the thickness of the 
lee was m easured. The water was e x ­ 
amined for life. 
The technical details 
for the m aking and breaking of ice 
were studied, and some attention w as 
given to the altitude of uplifted an d 
submerged irregularities. 
Atmospheric, surface water and ice 
temperatures were taken, the barome­ 
ter was noted, the cloud formations, 
weather conditions and lee drifts were 
tabulated. 
T h ere was a continuous 
routine of w ork which does not appear 
here. It belongs to the specific details 
of the history 
of the exploration, 
which will ap p ear in the later publica­ 
tion of scientific data. 
This work, like the effort of the foot 
iti the daily drive of duty, became 
more or less automatic and does uot 
■it any time enter as an active part of 
the story. 
As we now run along over 
seemingly endless Helds of h e the 
physical appearances couio under a 
careful scrutiny. 
1 watched daily for 
possible signs of dangerous failure In 
strength, for serious disability now 
meant a fatal termination. 
A disabled man could neither ’on- 
finti* nor return, but every examina­ 
tion gave another reason to push h u ­ 


man endurance to the limit of the 
strain of every fiber nnd cell. 
The 
hard work which followed, under nr. 
occasional burst of burning sunbeams, 
brought Intense thirst. 


Soup a L uxury. 
Forcing the habit of the entnel, we 
managed to take enough water before 
starring to keep sufficient liquid In the 
veins for the dny’s march, hut It was 
difficult to await the melting of the lee 
nt cnmplng time. 
In two sittings—evening nnd morn­ 
ing—each took an nvernge of three 
qunrts of water dally. 
This Included 
the fen nnd also th e luxury of an oc­ 
casional soup. T here was wafer about 
everywhere In heaps, hut It was In 
crystals, nnd before the thirst could 
t)C quenched several ounces of pre­ 
cious fuel, which had been carried 
thousands of miles, m ust he used. And 
still this water, so expensive nnd so 
necessary to us. ultim ately became the 
greatest bnne to eomfort. 
It escaped 
through the pores of the skin, satu­ 
rated the boots, formed a hand of tee 
under the knee nnd a holt of frost 
about the waist, while the face was 
nearly always incased In a mask of 
Icicles from the b rea th —n necessary 
part of our hard lot In life, and we 
learned to fake the torture philoso­ 
phically. 
‘‘From Ice It comes, to tee 
It goes.*' like the other elements of 
the body, when the good preacher pro­ 
nounces tho last w ords “ from dust to 
dust.” 
From 
the 
elghtv-seventh 
to 
the 
eighty-eighth parallel we passed for 
two days over old ice without pressure 
lines or hummocks. 
There was no dis­ 
cernible lino of dem arcation for the 
fields, nnd It was quite impossible to 
determine if we were on land or sea 
lee. 
The ttnrometer lndlented no ele­ 
vation. but the ice had the hard, wav­ 
ing surface of glacial ice. with only 
Superficial crevasses. 
The water ob­ 
tained from tills was not salty, but nil 
of the upper surface of the Ice of the 
polar sea makes sim ilar water. 
The 
nautical observations did not. seem to 
indicate a drift, btit ncvertbeless the 
combined tabulations do not warrant 
the positive assertion of either land or 
sen for this nren. 


An Air L ine C ourse. 
This ice gave a cheering prospect. A 
plain of purple and blue ran in easy 
unduiatious to the limits of vision 
without the usual barriers of uplifted 
blocks. Over it a direct air line course 
was possible. 
Progress, however, was 
quite as difficult as over the irregular 
pack. 
The snow w as crusted with 
large crystals. 
An increased friction 
reduced the speed, while the surface, 
too hard for snowsboes. was also too 
weak to give a secure footing. 
The 
loneliness, the monotony, the hardship 
of steady, unrelieved travel were now 
keenly felt. 
It is not often th at m an’s horsepow­ 
er is put to the test as ours was. 
We 
were compelled to develop a working 
energy to the limit of anim al capacity. 
Day after day we had pushed along 
at the same steady pace over plains of 
frost and through a mental desert. 
As the eye opened a t the end of an 
icy slumber the fire w as lighted little 
by little, the stomach w as tilled with 
liquids and solids, m ostly cold—enough 
to last for the day. fo r there could be 
no halt or waste of fuel for midday 
feeding. 
We next got into harness 
and paced off the d ny’s pull under the 
lash of duty. We w orked until stand­ 
ing became impossible—longer in light 
winds, shorter in strong winds, but al­ 
ways until the feet becam e numb and 
heavy. 
Then came the arduous task of build­ 
ing a snow house. In this the eyes, no 
longer able to wink, closed, but soon 
the empty stomach complained, and it 
was filled up again—not with things 
that pleased the palate, only hard fuel 
to feed the inner tires, while the ear 
sought the soft side of ice to dispel 
fatigue; no pleasure in mental recre­ 
ation, nothing to arouse the soul from 
its icy inclosure. 
To eat. to sleep, to press one foot 
ahead of the other, w as our steady vo­ 
cation, like the horse to the curt, 
but we had not his advantage of au 
agreeable climate an d a comfortable 
stable at night. 


Where Madness Sits. 
Words and pictures cannot adequate­ 
ly describe the m addening influence 
of this sameness of polar glitter, com­ 
bined with hitter winds, extreme cold 
and an overworked body. To me there 
was always the inspiration of antici­ 
pation of the outcome of ultimate suc­ 
cess, but for my young savage com­ 
panions it was a torm ent almost be­ 
yond endurance. T heir weariness was 
made evident by a lax use of the whip 
and an indifferent urging of the dogs. 
They were, however, brave and faith­ 
ful to the bitter end. seldom allowing 
selfish 
ambitious 
or 
uncontrollable 
passions seriously to interfere with the 
main effort of the expedition. 
Ou the morning of April 13 a strain 
of agitating torment reached a break­ 
ing [joint. 
For days there hud been a 
steady cutting wind from the west, 
which drove despair to its lowest 
reaches. 
The west again blackened 
to renew its soui despairing blast. The 
sun was screened w ith ugly vapors, 
and the path was as cheerless as the 
arctic ulght. 
No torment could be worse than that 
never ceasing rush of ley air. 
Ahwe- 
lait bent ever Ids sled nnd refused to 
move. Ills dags » ta il and looked in­ 
quiringly. 
I walked over and stood 
by Ills side. Ktukishttk came near and 
sto o d motionless, staring blankly at the 
soutbern skies. 
Large tears tell trout 
Ahweluh's eyes and piled a little frost 
of sadness hi the blue of his own shad­ 
ow for several minutes. 
Not a word 
was uttered, but 1 knew that each felt 
that the time had come to free the fet- 
lers of humuu passions. Slowly Aliwe- 
luh said. “Untie sinlg pa oo-uh-tuaio 
i-o-duriu (“ It is well to die beyond li 
impossible").

SCIENTIFIC 
MISCELLANY

How Mt. McKinley May Re F.xplored - 
The World-Map Recording Small Air 
W aves—Seeing Micbroes at Work—A 
New Light-Weight Brick Water from 
Dew—First Sight of the New Moon— 
Daylight Development of Pictures— 
English Summers. 


Industrial Items. 


Wages are higher iu England than In 
either Franco or Germany. 
There are In all thirty-five electric 
furnaces in operation in this country 
and Europe for steel production. 
During 1908 there were 31.231 saw­ 
mills in the United States, which man­ 
ufactured 33,289,309,000 feet of lum­ 
ber. 
More than 30,000 workmen are killed 
In the course of a yeur hi this eouutry 
by accidents incident to their occupa­ 
tions. 


Mountain climbing by balloon is anew 
form of sport that seems to have scien­ 
tific promise,and mountain explorers are 
not likely to neglect much 
longer the 
aid offered by balloons in making obser­ 
vations on difficult peaks 
In the Alps 
balloon journeys are already common. 
A French aeronaut was blown across the 
Maritime Alps in a storm 60 or 70 years 
ago, but the first planned mountian voy­ 
age was made in October, 1808, by 
Spelterini, who crossed the Diablerets, 
10,600 feet high, in the Bernes Alps. 
Since then many of the Alps have been 
crossed, most of the successful ascents 
having been made, 
however. 
from 
points within the mountains. It was 
not until November, 1906, that lisuelli 
and Crespi, ascending from 
Milan, 
passed over Mont Blanc (16,000 feet) at 
an altitude of 22,300 feet, and landed 
near Aix-les Bains, thus winning the 
prize offered by the Queen Dowager 
Margherita of Italy for a complete bal- 
oon crossing of the high Alps. In *the 
last two years several notable trips have 
been made. On June 29, 1908, Victor 
de Beauclair and two companions as­ 
cended from the Eigergletscher station 
of the Jungfrau railway, and 20 hours 
later landed at Stressa on Lake Maggi- 
ore, after a passage over the most 
picturesque part of the Alps, including 
seven or eight peaks more than 13,000 
feet 
high. A later mountain flight 
covered more than 340 miles. 
■ 
The uniform mapping of the world by 
the leading countries was proposed by 
Prof. Albrecht Pcnck at the Fifth Inter­ 
national Geoographical Congress, held 
at Bern in 1891. The plun has been 
much discussed, and Germany, France, 
England and the United States have 
made experiments toward carrying it 
out. It was suggested that ihe scale 
should be 1 to 1,000,000 or about 15 
miles to the inch, the separate sheets 
to be hounded by meridians and parallels. 
The new*harograph of T. Shida re­ 
cords the minute and rapid oscillations 
of atmopshcric pressure by photography. 
Records for ^Tokio show the varying 
oscillations in detail, and it is believed 
that such observations will in time ex­ 
plain tne continual pulsation of the 
ground. 
The 
ultramicroscope, 
with which 
many experiments have been made in 
the last few years, shows the presence 
of minute objects by converting them 
into luminous points against a dark 
background, just as the dancing or lloat- 
ing articles of dust in the air of a 
darkened roon are made visible when 
we look across a ray of light entering 
the room. 
The new instrument is 
simply an ordinary microscope looking 
through an oblique beam of bright light 
that strikes only the tiny specks that 
arc to be observed. 
The objects thus 
illuminated stand out in the general 
obscurity about them and are distin­ 
guishable when less than one two- 
millionth of an inch in diameter, or .50 
times smaller than can be studied by or­ 
dinary microscopy. 
The registering of 
the life history of microbes among the 
red and white corpuscles of the blood 
was accomplished by Dr. Comandon by 
combining the ultramicroscope with the 
moving picture machine. 
The pictures 
were taken at the rate of 32 a second, 
and when the bacteria and blood-cells in 
motion and action were shown to the 
Paris Academv of Sciences, the views 
were moved along at the rate of 960 a 
minute, the objects being magnified 
from 10,000 to 20,000 diameters. 
This 
scene of ’‘microbes at war" is the first 
of many which may be expected to give 
us a better idea of the invisible living 
world around us. 
A new Danish material for bricks is 
what is known in Jutland as “ moler,” 
a foliated diatomaeeous earth existing 
in large deposits, hut hitherto of no 
use. It was tried at first as an ingredient 
of sand-lime bricks, hut proved unfitted 
fir purpose, and was then used with 
marl and red clav by the Danish States 
Testing Laboratory. 
Experiments were 
made at last with moler alone. 
The 
material burned to an unexpectedly fine 
red brick, which is very light, with 
about the specific gravity of water, and 
so tough that a nail can he driven 
through without cracking. 
Too porous 
for work exposed to water or the 
weather, these bricks promise admirable 
sirvice inside, as in floors and parti­ 
tions. They are a remarkably poor con­ 
ductor of heat and have great tire resis­ 
tance, and ure thus adapted for furnace 
linings and boiler masonry. 
The dcw-ponds of ancient England 
were basins hollowed out in the ground 
and lined with straw under u laver of 


clay. 
In an improved form seen at 
Gibraltar, wood is substituted for the 
straw and iron for the clay, and under 
all is a laver of concrete. Rapid cooling 
on a clear night condenses the air's 
moisture, forming water in the hasin. 
The “ new" moon at its newest is in­ 
visible to us, the illuminated side being 
entirely turned away, and a discussion 
has arisen among certain astronomers as 
to the earliest age at which it shows its 
slender crescent. The matter appears to 
have some degree of importance, as, in 
Mohammedan countries, the month for 
religious purposes is said to begin when 
the moon first appears after sunset to 
two good witnesses. 
A lady’s state­ 
ment that on May 20 she saw the cres­ 
cent when only 39,'^ hours old, has 
brought out the old record of Kepler 
that he saw the old moon in the morn­ 
ing and the new moon in the evening of 
the same day, so that the crescent could 
not have been more than 8 hours old. 
Kepler, however, was gifted with stich 
unusual eyesight that he could count 14, 
stars in the Pleiades instead of the 6 
ordinarily visible. 
An observer in 
Relgium, who questions the accuracy of 
the Kepler record, saw the new moon on 
Nov. 22, 1889, when it was only 18 
hours and 22 minutes old; and in Great 
Britain W. F. Denning, F. R. A. S., 
saw it on March 30, 1881, when only 20 
hours and 38 minutes old. It is pointed 
out that time and place must affect the 
observations, and that the clear winter 
sky is more favorable for seeing the 
crescent earlv than the brighter sky of 
summer twilight. 
For developing photographs in day­ 
light, a practice which has advantages 
for the amateur, a new German process 
prepares the ordinray dry plate by plac­ 
ing it in a 4 per cent solution of potas­ 
sium iodine for two minutes. The silver 
bromide is thus converted into non-sen­ 
sitive iodide, and after this preliminary 
operation in a suitable cloth bag is not 
affected by daylight. Being first rinsed, 
the plate is developed in equal parts of 


these two solutions: a. Water, (00 
grammes; anhydrous sodium sulphite, 
20; metol, 1; hvdroqtiinone, 8; potas­ 
sium bromide, 40. h. A 3 per cent 
solution of caustic potash. The develop­ 
ing requires about five minutes, and the 
flixng—by the usual process a little 
longer than usual. 
Summarizing London's summer weather 
from (lie Greenwich records of 50 years, 
G. Harding finds that the season of 
April to September has averaged 74 
warm days, with a temperature of 70 
deg., or higher; and the greatest number 
or warm days was 127, in 1865. With 
the exception of 1906, the last ten vears 
have been cool. The summer season 
rainfall has averaged 12.29 inches.

“ The man who will leave a horse 
tied on the street with the animal's 
head held in an unnatural and tortur­ 
ing angle by an overhead check, ad­ 
vertises himself as a cowardly cur or an 
ignorant ass. It is apparent that very 
few \vh:> employ the overhead check 
understand its use or its facility as an 
instrument of torture. I am not one of 
those who say the overhead check is ab­ 
solutely without its uses, but observa­ 
tion on our streets is painfully convinc­ 
ing that very few understand its abuse 
or its capabilities for torture. It is 
nothing unusual to see horses, the finest 
drivers, owned by men who think they 
are sonic shucks as horsemen or fanciers, 
standing with their heads held till the 
muscles in the throats of the poor 
animals are almost bursting with the 
strain, while they vainly sway their 
heads in a pathetic effort to find relief. 
It would be a revelation to these same 
owners if they would try five minutes of 
that sort of strain on their own pinheads, 
I sometimes smile when I hear such 
owners reel off records, pedigrees, and 
other horse lore, imagining they are 
horsemen. They don't know the first 
principle of horsemanship, which is 
kindness and humane treatment. Any 
man who lacks that first essential is no 
horseman, but a cruel bully and a 
coward, because he tortures an animal 
which will not be revenged upon him.”

ft is a m istaken notion to suppose that 


the direct prim ary law abolishes 
politi­ 
cal 
conventions. 
It 
merely 
deprives 


them of the power o f nominating can di­ 
dates for office and defines their powers 
in respect to other m atters of public in ­ 
terest. 
The m easu re authorizes party 


conventions to form ulate platforms and 
transact any other b u sin e ss not in 
con- 


tlict with the direct primary law. 


I'nder the p r o v isio n s of the act 


conventions shall be 
held 
within 


weeks after the A u g u st prim aries, 
time and place design ated by the 
central com m ittees of the several politi- 
olal parties. 
E ach state central ¡c o m ­ 
mittee is required to file fitfy days prior 
to the August prim ary election a written 
petition with the secretary of state, 
and 


to mail a copy of sa m e 
to each chair­ 
man. 
This petition fixes tthe day and 


place of holding the state convention, 
the number of delegates 
entitled 
to 


seats, and the n u m b er of delegates a p ­ 
portioned to each county, together with 
a brief statement o f the 
purposes 
for 


which the convention will meet. 
Dele­ 
gates to the state convention from each 
county are selected by the county con­ 
vention. 


The act also p ro v id e s for a May con­ 
vention in the year in which a president 
is to be elected, w hich is called in the 
3ame manner as oth er state conventions, 
and the delegates to the May convention 
are likewise elected by the county con­ 
ventions. 
The M ay conventions elect 


delegates to the national convention to 
nominate candidates 
for president and 


vice-president of the United States. 


County conventions 
must 
be 
held 


within two w eeks after the August p ri­ 
mary, 
and are called 
by the chairman 


and secretary of 
the county committee 


tiling with the county clerk a petition 
stating the date and place of holding the 
county convention, and 
the number of 


delegates entitled to seats therein, 
and 


also the number o f delegates apportioned 
to each election precin ct or subdivision 
of the countv. 
T h e petition must also 


contain a brief statem ent of the purposes 
for which the convention will 
be held, 


and copy of the petition must be mailed 
to 
each 
com m itteem an 
within 
the 


countv. 
The delegate to the county con­ 
vention are elected at the August p ri­ 
mary by the voter w riting or pasting the 
names of candidates in the blank spaces 
left on the official party ballot. 


Municipal con ven tion s may be 
called 


in the same way and delegates may 
he 


elected as they are to county conventions. 
City and 
county 
central 
committees 


are elected by the party conventions, and 
state, county and m un icipal central com ­ 
mittees are authorized to select 
from 


their number an 
executive committee 


which may have charge of the political 
campaign. 
The several officers and committees of 


political parties 
now 
in existence are 


authorized to e x e r c is e the powers of 
such officers and 
committeemen until 


their successors are chosen as provided 
under the direct 
primary 
law, 
and 


central com m ittees are unauthorized 
to 


fill vacancies in n om inations which may 
occur after prim ary elections are held.
